Otto. Hankinson, of Toledo,- Re-

as drawn. 
He would let the state 


commission prescribe a unitorm rate 
for all counties at which property 
should be assessed. 
The governor 


was told that unless this authority 
were given the commission, many 
counties would develop the official 
habit of assessing property at much 
less than the actual value while oth- 
ers would maintain the higher sys- 
tem, thus working injustice on the 
latter class.

Hughes; the defeat of the Hart Ag- 
new racing bill by the Republican 
organization and the fight he said 
the combined Democratic and Repub- 
lican machines, the latter led by Mr. 
Barnes, made against direct prima- 
ries legislation. 


He also identified a letter written 


by Mr. Barnes in which the latter 
told him "the idea of getting rid of 
bosses is absurd so long as you have 
party government." 


Col. Roosevelt was on the 
stand 


during_the entire forenoon session of 
court. He1 was to continue the story 
by which, he hopes to prove to the 
jury that he v/as justified in causing 
the publication of the statement up-

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Syracuse, N. Y., April 21. — Theo-

ASQUITH IS OPTIMISTIC 


In Speech Delivered at New 


Castle Last Night—Bom- 
bardment Is Reported As 
Going On In the Dardan- 
elles and On the Gulf of 
Saros—More Men Needed 
By Allies. 
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London, April 21. — Dispatches 


reaching London from the 
French 


front show considerable military ac- 
tivity, 
with 
the artillery 
taking 


prominent part in the attacks made 
by one side or the other. There is 
little doubt, however, that either side 
has gained, but whatever small ad- 
vantage has been reaped, seems to 
rest with the Germans between the 
Meuse and the Lorraine 
frontier. 


The French have made a slight ad- 
vance at Fliery, but their report sug- 
gests that the gain was not propor- 
tionate to the effort put forth. Ber- 
lin claims several minor successes, 
one being the recapture of a small 
village in- Lorraine, the loss of which 
had not previously been admitted by 
the general staff. Another attack in 
the Pont-A->M6usson district appears 
to have made an advance.

nite statement of the neutrality that 
is guiding his administration during 
tb,e war in Europe, and declared that 
he could choose no better occasion 
than a meeting of newspaper men tor.- 
giving out what he said he regarded 
as a statement of gravest importance 
to the American people. 


The influence of the newspaper la'; 


molding public opinion, Mr. Wttsofc 
said, prompted him to make clear hia 
ideas of true neutrality, and. in doing 
so to impress upon his hearers- the' 
importance of adhering 
strictly 
to 


truthfulness and honesty in the dis- 
semination of the news. 
,

Mr. Wilson., appeared-to weigh each 


word he uttered. Ttfe importance'he" 
attached to ibis statement -was re- 
flected in a request that no attempt, 
he made to paraphrase his speech, or 
to give .it publicity until -the r " "" 
White House stenographer had 
cribed it in fulL 


As the only great nation, not 


gaged in the war or suffering 
the immediate Influence of the. war, 
zone, Mr. Wilson declared that a 
"great distinction awaits the United 
States when the hour of readjustment 
comes, providing this nation'proves to 
the. world its self-control and •elf- 
mastery." 


The past had been difficult,. ha 


pointed out, tout the future would be 
more difficult. 
America, the Tresir 


dent said, never would attempt to,sit 
in judgment upon another nation. I^o 
nation was fit to do that, he added.

Each morning the grooming an<l 


thorough brushing of the teeth and 
cleaning of the mouth should be ac- 
complished with vigorous persever- 
ance. The morning cleansing gives 
a purer and more healthful breath 
and takes away 
the accumulation 


that may have gathered on the teeth 
during the sleeping hours. 


Before using a new tooth brush, it 


should be allowed to stay for two 
hours in cold water, as this prevents 
the usual shedding of the bristles, 
and the tooth brushes should be kept 
clean and antiseptic and frequent- 
ly renewed, and the brushes should 
always be placed with bristles down 
after using until the,water has been 
drained, from them. 


Teach children never 
to 
crack 


nuts or bite thread with their teeth, 
for be it understood that once the 
enamel which is a thin shell cover- 
ing the tooth structure and not the 
tooth itself, is injured, cracked or 
worn, trouble is bound to ensue. 


it is hot. enough'to'brush the teeth 


and gums every 
morning, 'though 


this is important; one should use an 
antiseptic mouthwaBh, and one 
of 


the most beneficial washes for daily 
use is a weakened., boric solution, 
and this is prepared by dissolving 
one-half ounce of boric powder 
in 


one pint of warm water. 


Great care should be given to the 


selection of powder or pastes used 
for cleansing the 
teeth, as some 


powders have sufficient 
roughness 


jn the material to .wear the enamel 
and the best way is to make a good 
powder at home. 
An excellent and 


safe powder is made by mixing well 
together one-half 
ounce 
each 
of 


white Castile soap powdered, boric 
powder and pulverized sugar 
and 


six ounces of prepared chalk, one 
ounce powdered arris root and one- 
half drachm powdered winter-green. 


If this powder is used daily and 


the mouth rinsed out with the boric 
solution after brushing the teeth at 
night, it will tend to prevent chemi- 
cal changes; which 
during sleep 


takes place without hindrance, un- 
less some preventati-ves are used.

\\ater 3,000 miles of cool and silent 
ocean. 


"Our atmosphere is not "yet charg- 


d with those disturbing 
elements 


which must be felt and must per- 
meate 
every 
nation 
of 
Europe. 


Therefore, is it not likely that the 
nations of the world will some day 
turn to us for the cooler assessment 
of the elements engaged? I am not 
now thinking 
so 
preposterous 
a 


thought as that we should 
sit in 


judgment upon them. No nation is 
fit to sit in judgment upon any other 
nation, but I am thinking that we 
shall have to assist some day in re- 
constructing the processes of peace. 


"Our resources are untouched; we 


are more and more becoming, by the 
force of circumstances, the mediat- 
ing nation of the world in respect of 
its finance. We must make up our 
minds what are the best things to 
do and w hat are the Dest ways to 
do them. 
Yv'e must put our money, 


our energy, our enthusiasm, our sym- 
pathy into these

we 


must have our judgments prepared 
and our spirits chastened against the 
coming of that day. 


"So that I am not speaking In a 


selfish spirit when I say that
